W  orking  togetiier  in  a  deniocratic  group,  shop  students,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
W  oodcox,  have  varied  activities.  Tlie  Junior  High  Student  begins  with  woodwork,  leather- 
craft,  and  elementary  electricity. 

The  high  school  student  starts  with  mechanical  drawing;  then  takes  up  woodcraft,  plastics, 
concrete,  metal,  lathe  work,  etc.  Corner  shelves,  cedar  chests,  lawn  pedestals,  and  internal 
carvings  are  among  the  j)rojects  in  these  fields. 

In  developing  their  projects,  shop  students  learn  the  use  and  care  of  the  various  shop 
machines,  among  which  are  the  sander,  grinder,  jointer,  circle  saw,  and  router  shaper.

Shop 


English -  Speech  -  Journalism 


“Good  English  is  an  Art — not  a  Science”.  It  is  the  result  of  practice  rather  than  precept.  The  fact  that  one  understands 
what  another  means  is  not  all  that  is  necessary. 

Through  the  study  of  the  classics,  the  best  in  periodic  literature,  use  of  the  materials  available  in  the  school  and  public 
library,  plus  the  very  best  in  school  text  material,  our  English  Department  hopes  to  develop  the  student’s  vocabulary,  so 
that  he  may  be  able  to  write  or  say  in  clear,  unmistakably  correct  English,  what  he  has  in  mind. 

In  addition  to  learning  the  correct  usage  of  the  English  language,  the  Speech  students  are  taught  other  general  rules  for 
public  speaking:  poise,  posture,  clear  enunciation,  voice  control,  all  directed  by  Mrs.  Schlecht. 

Another  course  in  advanced  English  is  Journalism.  Here  one  learns  the  fundamentals  of  all  phases  of  journalism.  This 
class,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Evard,  handles  every  detail  connected  with  the  publication  of  the  school  paper,  a  mirror  of 
our  school  life.  In  this  department  the  student  increases  his  writing  ability,  learns  to  think  independently,  write  creatively, 
assume  responsibility,  work  with  others,  and  he  develops  a  knowledge  of  the  type  of  news  that  is  of  general  interest.  It  is 
closely  allied  with  the  Speech  and  English  Departments  in  that  one  must  express  himself  intelligently,  concisely,  and  correctly, 
if  he  wants  his  article  to  appear  in  the  “Maroon  and  Blue  Streamliner.” 
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Physical  Education 


As  this  department  is  desifsned  to  develop  healthy  minds  and  bodies,  all  students  are 
required  to  participate  in  physical  culture  programs.  Girls  develop  skill  in  basketball,  volley 
hall,  tumbling,  kick  hall,  soccor,  and  ring  tennis.  This  year  Garrett  girls  participated  for  the 
first  time  in  “Play  Day.”  At  Kendallville  they  were  victors  in  volley  hall  against  all  the  teams 
present.  A  play  day  at  Muncie  was  a  demonstration  of  individual  skills  in  various  sports. 

The  hoys’  physical  education  department  has  four  main  seasonal  interests:  softball  in  the 
fall,  basketball  and  volley  hall  in  the  winter,  and  track  in  the  spring.  They  also  include  tumbling 
and  various  game  activities.

Beginning  in  Junior  High,  girls  learn  the  fundainentals  of  sewing  and  how  to  prepare 
family  meals  economieally.  Advancing  to  the  higher  grades,  the  study  gradually  increases 
to  include  such  subjects  as  personal  improvement,  social  relations,  more  advanced  meal  prep¬ 
aration,  home  safety,  child  care,  home  management,  interior  decoration,  and  the  care  of  the 
sick  in  the  home.
